tal ID, or format/network. Call changes and frequency changes are counted for domestics. 
Foreign stations require a few changes. Normally, the accepted slogan for an LA is suffi- 
Cient. A's, at least on my set, are hets only & are countsd when skeis & CX limit the 
Possibilities to only ons.

Hello to all. I've hai very little time for DXing lately since I moved in- 
to the new nouse; fixing the deck, cleaning up & landscaping the yard, and setting up things 
inside gobbled up most of my spare time. Also, I've had to work a lot of overtice. For 
these of you who have sent me tapes, be patient - all correspondence will be answered event- 
ually. In a few sessions at the R-390A, I have come to the same conclusion at which RICHARD 
ECEMAN arrived in his last Muse - TA CX are terrible. Only Guinea-1404 is heard regularly; 
even getting 765 w/good audio has been an engineering project of a difficulty comparable to 
that involved in obtaininggasoline. Traces of Algeria-548, Morocco-612, Monaco-1467, and 
Germany-1593 nave been occasionally noted. LA's nave been poor, killed by domestic short- 
skip. Eigesst DX problexs here: WHEO (three miles away), unID noise bursts of about three 
seconis' duration about once @ minute, and a steady low-level buzz from light dimmers in 
nearby houses. BOE FOXWORTH's comments on a possible 9 kHz. separation schane for the West- 
ern Hatisphere were interesting. As a DXer, of course, I am against it: it will Severely 
cut down on TA 4 TP receptions. TP receptions did occur before TP's went to splits, so we 
shoulin't assune that TA DX would be impossible under the new plan, Difficult, yes - espec- 
jally during poor CX such as we have now (I've yet to hear Luxembourg on 1440), bat mt ix- 
possible (Algeria-690 was @ sunset regular here during th years of lower sunspot levels). If 
WJE went to 765, Dakar would often override then at EC SSS. The spoiler would be if EC sta- 
tions were put on deep Midwest clears like 820, 1040, £1200, At present, these chamels 
are wide open until more than an hour after sunset; this allows easy LA& TA DX. A simil- 
taneous breakiown of clears & a 9 kHz plan would croak mst TA DX. The DXer would have to 
be at the beach at sumet w/a beverage & top notch gear under Super band CX to hear any worth- 
while Dx. If entertainnent-quality overseas reception is desired, SWLing will be necessary. 
I'm not sure, however, if any case based upon non-DX considerations can be maie against 9 kHz 
Spacing. As a broaicast employee, Bob (Foxy), maybe, could let us know.
